FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  Currency  is  a  very  important  part  of  numismatics.  Due  to  the  problems  created  by  the  Civil  War  (1861  to 
1865),  there  became  a  “hard  money”  problem  in  this  country.  On  July  17, 1862,  President  Lincoln  signed  the  law  that 
adopted  postage  stamps  as  currency.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  postage  stamps  which  was  caused  by  this  new  act,  Postmaster 
General  Blair  and  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  Boutwell  settled  the  problems  when  they  decided  to  print  special 
stamps  for  the  Treasury.  These  stamps  were  issued  in  sizes  more  convenient  to  handle  than  the  regular  size  postage  stamps 
and  of  course  were  left  without  gum  on  the  backs.  On  March  3, 1863,  the  government  provided  a  new  law  that  would  per¬ 
mit  the  printing  of  fractional  notes. 

In  1962,  the  Treasury  Department  stated  that  less  than  one  half  of  one  percent  of  the  amount  of  fractional  currency 
issued  was  still  outstanding. 

The  following  group  of  Fractional  Currency  was  assembled  by  an  eastern  collector  from  1932  to  1972.  He  assembled 
almost  a  complete  collection  of  these  notes.  He  was  very  careful  to  purchase  only  the  best  quality.  We  are  proud  to  offer 
this  fine  collection  and  hope  you  will  find  some  notes  of  interest.

As  early  as  1783,  Washington’s  portrait  appeared  on  money  tokens  and  other  privately  minted  items.  Since  that  time,  his 
likeness  has  been  reproduced  on  coinage,  tokens,  medals,  and  currency,  probably  more  than  any  other  man  in  history.

U.S.  TRADE  DOLLARS 

The  U.S.  trade  dollar  was  minted  as  regular  coinage  from  1873  to  1878  and  then  struck  as  proofs  from  1879  to  1883.  This 
coin  was  originally  intended  for  circulation  in  the  Orient.  Somehow  these  trade  dollars  got  back  into  domestic  circulation 
and  fouled  up  our  currency  system  so  dramatically  that  in  1883  its  coinage  was  stopped. 

There  were  36,000,000  pieces  struck  from  1873  to  1878  with  many  shipped  to  the  Orient.  Most  of  these  coins  that  were 
circulating  in  the  Orient  were  chop  marked  by  different  shops  and  merchants.  This  was  a  common  practice  to  show  that 
the  coins  were  of  good  silver. 

To  collect  these  trade  dollars  by  date  and  mint  is  a  very  challenging  endeavor.  We  are  proud  to  offer  this  group  of  trade 
dollars  which  took  the  consignor  over  15  years  to  assemble.  Although  it  is  not  complete,  it  is  the  largest  group  we  have 
ever  offered.

A  COMPLETE  SET  OF  NEW  ORLEANS  MINT  EAGLES 

As  a  set,  these  36  gold  coins  are  often  overlooked  in  favor  of  the  Carson  City  and  Philadelphia  mint  issues  and,  conse¬ 
quently,  are  very  much  underrated.  Trying  to  assemble  this  group  of  coins  can  be  a  tremendous  challenge.  There  are  few 
coins  in  this  series  that  can  be  considered  common  with  many  in  the  true  rarity  class.  Coins  such  as  the  1879-0  and 
1883-0  are  recognized  rarities  and  yet  when  comparisons  are  made  they  seem  far  underpriced.  Some  of  the  issues  in  the 
1850’s  and  1880’s  are  extremely  rare  and  can  take  years  of  searching  to  locate.

TRADE  TOKENS  OF  ALASKA 

During,  and  as  a  result  of  the  “Great  Gold  Rush”,  much  of  Alaska’s  currency  was  taken  south  creating  a  serious  shortage 
of  coins  and  currency.  For  a  period  of  time  Alaska’s  medium  of  exchange  was  predominately  gold  and  pelts.  However,  this 
became  impractical  and  there  was  a  need  for  a  more  standardized  form  of  exchange.  Local  merchants  began  issuing  trade 
tokens  to  keep  whatever  currency  was  left  within  the  village,  and  to  facilitate  transactions  in  small  change.  Naturally,  this 
was  advantageous  to  the  merchants  as  tokens  assured  reoccuring  business.  Prior  to  using  100  and  50  denominations,  the 
earlier  trade  tokens  were  struck  with  values  12VS0  and  6!40  equaling  1  and  Vi  “bit”.  A  readily  accepted  denomination  by 
the  miners  of  the  gold  rush. 

Trade  tokens  became  widespread  throughout  the  villages  and  were  continued  long  after  the  gold  rush  had  ended.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  for  the  merchants,  the  natives  when  traveling  outside  of  their  village  were  awakened  to  the  reality  that  their  tokens 
were  not  accepted  as  legal  tender.  Upon  the  intervention  of  U.S.  Department  of  Treasury,  the  merchants  began  disposing 
of  their  hoards.  By  1950,  the  use  of  trade  tokens  was  outlawed. 

In  1959,  when  Alaska  became  our  49th  state,  there  was  an  influx  of  medals,  commemoratives,  (often  referred  to  as  “So- 
Called  Dollars”),  and  souvenir  pieces.  Some  of  which  are  scarce  in  certain  metals.

THE  HAWAIIAN  FIVE  CENTS  OF  1881 

When  King  Kalakaua  was  traveling  around  the  world  in  1880-81 ,  he  was  approached  by  the  officials  of  various  European 
mints  in  regards  to  having  a  national  coinage  for  Hawaii.  The  King  ordered  patterns  for  new  coins  struck  in  the  denomina¬ 
tion  of  5  Keneta  (cents)  nickel.  The  obverse  displays  the  King’s  visage  with  the  title  “KALAKAUA,  KING  OF  SANDWICH 
ISLANDS,”  and  the  date,  1881 .  The  reverse  shows  a  garter  surmounted  by  the  Royal  Crown  enclosing  the  figure  “5”  with 
the  Hawaiian  motto,  “UA  MAU  KE  EA  O  KA  AINA  I  KA  PONO,”  but  owing  to  a  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  engravers, 
the  word  “AU”  was  substituted  in  place  of  “UA.”  These  pattern  coins  were  struck  in  Paris  on  both  thick  and  thin  planch- 
ets.  The  nickel  pieces  were  probably  struck  first.  The  off-medals  were  struck  sometime  later.  All  of  these  patterns  are 
extremely  rare.
